The  admissions  for  the  year  were  268,  an  increase  of  60 
over  the  figure  for  1946,  whilst  the  number  of  operations  rose  to 
120,  against  72  for  1946.  Although  these  figures  are  sufficient 
indication  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  work  of  this 
Hospital,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  we  have  also  co-operated 
with  both  Cornwall  and  Devon  County  Councils  in  providing 
"facilities  for  3  separate  clinics  to  be  held  here  at  regular  intervals. 

The  Nursing  staff  was  augmented  early  in  the  year  by  the 
enrolment  of  4  part-time  nurses.  This  experiment  has  proved  to 
be  very  successful  in  practice,  and  has  resulted  in  better  hours 
and  conditions  of  work  for  all  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  C.  G.  Gibson  in  May  last  the  Hospital 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  zealous  workers,  whose  affection  for  our 
Hospital  was  unbounded.  During  the  long  period  of  his 
association  with  us  he  did  everything  possible  to  promote  the 
facilities  available  here,  and  he  was  actively  connected  with  the 
plan  for  the  erection  of  the  present  buildings.  On  the  occasion 
of  his  retirement  from  the  Medical  Staff  members  of  the  Staff  and 
Board  of  Management  subscribed  for  a  presentation  in  his  honour 
and  it  was  characteristic  of  Dr.  Gibson  that  he  requested  this 
should  take  the  form  of  an  up-to-date  Gas  and  Oxygen  apparatus 
which  he  then  presented  to  the  Hospital,  and  which  is  now  in 
constant  use.

On  the  5tli  of  July  this  Hospital  will  be  transferred  to  the 
management  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  will  form  part  of  a 
district  group  centred  on  Plymouth.  It  is  interesting  to  recall 
its  beginning,  in  1862,  as  the  Rowe  Dispensary,  founded  under  a 
bequest  of  the  late  Sir  Wm-  Carpenter  Rowe,  formerly  of 
Doekacre,  Launceston  This  bequest  provided  a  sum  of  £\1  per 
annum,  to  be  augmented  from  benefactors  and  subscribers,  for 
the  maintenance  of  an  institution  which  in  the  words  of  the  first 
Annual  Report  “  was  designed  to  relieve  with  advice  and 
medicines  gratuitously,  the  suffering  and  industrious  part  of  the 
community,  to  defray  the  expense  of  procuring  such  relief  for 
themselves  in  sickness  ”  Through  the  assistance  of  Lady  Rowe, 
a  house  at  Southgate  Place,  now  the  Southgate  Surgery,  was 
fitted  up  and  used  for  many  years.  As  the  project  grew  and 
additional  funds  were  received,  a  move  was  made  to  premises  in 
Western  Road  in  1871.  In  1938  the  new  hospital,  built  and 
equipped  with  the  most  modern  equipment  at  a  cost  of  £15,000 
was  officially  opened  b}T  the  late  Dr-  Gibson.  It  is  a  great  tribute 
both  to  the  organisers  of  the  Appeal  and  to  the  generosity  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Launceston  and  District  that  by  1942  the  whole 
amount  had  been  raised  locally.  In  few  towns  of  comparable 
size  throughout  the  country  will  the  Ministry  of  Health  be  able 
to  take  over  such  a  modern  and  well-equipped  Hospital,  backed 
by  such  a  strong  Balance  Sheet  as  that  shown  in  this,  our  last 
Report  as  a  Voluntary  Hospital.
